Thb Crops and the Drouth. — It 
seems to us that there is a good deal of 
unnecessary alarm and talk upon the sub- 
ject of short crops, and the prospect of a 
famine in our country. It is true that in 
a portion of the United States, from about 
the middle of Indiana, Ohio and Illinois, 
to the middle; of Tennessee, the corn crop 
will fall short of the general average, but 
we think not so much so, as the general 
impresvon would imply. North and 
South of these lines, as far as we can glean 
from the papers published in those re- 
gions, there will b otnre than an aver- 
ao-e crop. In Iowa and Wisconsin, and 
northern Ohio and Indiana and Illinois 
the corn is finer than has been known for 
years. The same is true in regard to 
Texas and all the Southern states which 
raise corn as a staple. Even here, in 
Kentucky, the crop is not so far below 
the average as the panic among our far- 
mers would indicate. In the mountain ' 
districts. South and North, we have cher- 
ring news, for we have the best authority, 
that in many places in those districts, 
they have not known drouth, and the 
crops give finer promise than they have 
for years. Even in our own county 
(Franklin) we know of regions that have 
not suffered, and where the yield will be 
greater than it has been for years back. 

In addition to this, there is quite a 
large surplus on hand from the last year's 
product in all parts of the Union, where 
a surplus has usually been raised. 

The early crops, wheat, oats, &tc, 
have yielded unusually abundant through- 
oat the entire Union, and we see no rea- 
son for the present high price of flour, and 
other articles of provision. Neither, can 
we see any reason why (as is the case at 
present here) that fattened hogs should 
command from four to four and a half 
dollars per hundred, while stock hogs are 
offered freely at one dollar, gross. In 
this region mast is plenty; and with the 
corn that has been raised, as many hogs 
can be fattened as heretofore. The know- 
ing ones of this county are accordingly 
purchasing all the slock hogs that they 
can, with the absolute certainty, of reaii- 
xing a fine per centum on the investment.

And it says that 
the best of wheat isbeing produced there, 
they can turn out a quantity of flour 

second to none in the market.

Whether he is to be the next 
representative in Congress from the Ash- 
land District, or chosen Governor at the 
ensuing election in 1855, has not yet been 
determined.

It fail been tried at several places 
in New England, by way of lamentation for the 
pasv-ge of a lav giving the people of Kansas 
and Nebraska tie same power which Massachu- 
setts ami Couueeiicut have, of regulating Iheir 
own domestic sffiiri as thev think proper, why 
Should it not be tried at Chicago? Tne pulpits 
of many of the churches arc turned into rostrums; 
why should no*, the bells of the chuicbes oe used 
for the smie ena ? As lo flag-* of the shipping 
being set at half mast, th t is understand loli*v 
been an expression of "indignation," because the 
Hun. Senator voted against wealing millions of 
the pustlic money and harbor "improvement*,, 
for the benefit of speculators ill many cases, 
rather than lor any purpose deserving Jo be Mil* 
ed national. For ourselves, we honor such 
independancc in our public men, and wish we 
had more of it. 

Mr. Douglas lias never been a particular fa- 
vorite of ours, and is not now; but this we will 
say, for the benefit of whom it may concern, 
uz: That his enemies are doing fur more than 
his friends lo fulfill his alleged political us-pi ra- 
tions. The same course of detraction, abuse, 
contempt, dishonor, made Mirtin Van- 

Buren President of the United States, aud it 
will do the same fci Douglas. 

That is well said, for a Whig paper; 
and when we come to consider the fact 
that the Journal of Commerce is a Northern 
print, we scarcely know to what extent to 
commend it. But, as we said before, In a 
former number of our paper, the time is 
coming when Douglass will be heard on 
all these questions, and when these same 
fools and fanatics will bo compelled to ac- 
knowledge that they were wrong. He 
did nothing in the last Congress but what 
a patriot and statesman should have done, 
and for those actions the people, the whole 
people will give him the reward that is due. 

Rebuke of the New England Clergy. — The 
Warwick Baptist Association of New York at 
its last meeting, administered a rebuke to the.

The declaration of a distinguished Southern 
Senator in the United States' Congress In a re.

national enthusiasm for a generous act bravely 
done. The recent vote by the American Cou- 
gress, of a gold medal ta the hero Ingraham who 
honoured his country by availiug himself prompt- 
ly af the glorious responsibility which his na- 
tion reposed in his hauas, is only the deliberate 
legislative seal upon the unanimous resolution of 
the whole people. 

I am entirely aware that this individual ex- 
pression of opinion on national subjects will be 
considered a violent iuovatiou on the practised 
diplomacy of Europe, to which however I am 
a declared enemy in all its phases, and most es- 
pecially in that of its subtle secresy. While we 
recognize as sacred and violable, the domestic ar-
